The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego
Water Board) has reviewed the April-August 2010 monthly monitering reports, the
April-dune 2010 guarterly monitoring repert, and the January-June 2010 semiannual
monitoring report submilied by the Fallbrook Public Utility District in accordance with
Moniloring and Reporting Program No. 91-39.

The San Diego Water Board identiflied the following viclations of the Order No. 91-38:

1. The effluent coliform concentration was reported as 98 Coliform Forming Units
(CFU) per 100 milliliter (mL) on June 20, 2010. Section B (Discharge
Specification) of Order No. 91-39 slates thal the number of coliform organisms
shall not exceed 23 per 100 mL in any sample.

2. The effluent turbidity concentration was reported as 2.57 Nephelometric Turbidily
Units (NTU), on June 20, 2010. Seclion B (Discharge Specification) of
Order No. 91-39 stales thatl the daily effluent average operating turbidily shall not
excead 2 NTU.

3. A wastewater sample was nol collecled and analyzed for coliform bacteria on
July 10, 2010. Section B (Effluent Manitoring) of Monitoring and Reporting
Program No. 91-39 specifies that wastewater samples shall be collected and
analyzed for coliform bacteria daily.

Please be aware these violations subject you to possible further enforcement action by
the San Diego Waler Board, including administrative enforcement orders requiring the
you to cease and desist from violalions, or to clean up waste and abaie existing or
threalened conditions of pollution or nuisance; administrative assessment of civil liability
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in amounts of up to $5,000 per day per violation;" referral to the Slate Altorney General
for injunctive relief; and referral to the Distlrict Attorney for criminal proseculion.

The next monitoring report to be submitied is the Seplember 2010 monthly moniloring
report due by Oclober 30, 2010.
